J, Edgar Hoover, under fire 
from- left wing .critics. for FBI 
activities : in wire tapping and 
loyalty investigation cases, is given 
a remarkable vote of confidence 
by the general public in a coast- 
to-coast survey by the American 
Institute of Public Opinion. 

More than eight in every ten 
persons questioned in this cross- 
section study say that the head of 
the FBI has dene a good job'. 

Crime Work Hailed. 

Although recent headlines about 


its antispy activities, the public sin¬ 
gles out Mr. Hoover’s work against 
criminals and racketeers for spe¬ 
cial praise rather than the spy 
work. For every voter who lauds 
his efforts in tracking down Com¬ 
munists and spies, five praise his 
skill in tracking down criininals. 

Here is how the public's atti¬ 
tudes shape up in the survey: 

M Do you think J. Edgar Hoover 
has done a good job or a poor job 
as head of the FBI? 

Good job ..—_j_79% 

Poor job _,— 2 

No opinion_19 

The small proportion of persons 
voicing a critical opinion of Mr. 
Hoover—only one in every 50—is' 
virtually without parallel in sur¬ 
veys that have dealt with men In 
public life. 

On other occasions the public 
has tossed bouquets to govern¬ 
ment officials but rarely.'has the 


attitude- been as favorable as that' 
expressed in today’s vote. 

No Partisan Difference. 
Although FBI activities have 
been widely discussed, with some 
newspapers critical of the use of 
wire taps in certain cases, there 
is little evidence that the FBI is 
a political issue. In today's survey, 
for example. Republican and 
Democratic voters have virtually 
the same attitude toward the 
FBI director.

Last summer a survey by the 
institute found a 3-to-l vote in 
favor of increasing the amount of 
money given to the FBI. The 
bureau has about 4000 agents. 

In 1948 President Truman gave 
the bureau one of its most diffi¬ 
cult assignments—checking on 
the loyalty of some two ‘million 
federal employees. Charges of 
FBI “snooping" and of attempting 
to act as “thought police” grew 
out of this assignment. 

But the work of the bureau > 
itself Is approved by virtually as 
large a vote as the job done by 
its director. Last August an In¬ 
stitute survey found only one 
person in every 25 ex pressing dis¬ 
approval of the FBI itself.

In his communication he made reference to a radio broadcast 
over Station WOR of the-Wtual Broadcasting System in which 
Frank Edwards, News GommeriTator ,~Tia& referred to'the FBI’s 
investigation in holdups in which a sub-machine gun is used. 

By letter dated March 22, 1950, from SAC, New York, 
Bureau was furnished that portion of the program which was 
broadcast February 23, under the sponsorship of the American 
Federation of Labor out of Washington, D. 0.

This is to advise the Bureau that Mr. FRANK EDWARDS, who 
is a news commentator on Station WIBC, Indianapolis, Indiana, made a 
broadcast over that station in which he made a remark to the effect that 
during the investigation of a Hollywood comedian the FBI made use of a 
device on this persons telephone which enabled the FBI not only to know 
the coversation which transpired over the telephone, but also even 
after the telephone receiver was replaced all of the conversation in 
the room could be heard. 

I discussed this matter with EDWARDS and inquired of him as 
to the source of his information for this broadcast and also discussed 
with him the advisability of making such a broadcast regardless of whether 
his information might or might not be true. EDWARDS indicated that after 
considering the matter he felt that he had probably acted without enough 
forethought in the matter and, considering it now, he realized that this 
could possibly cause sane embarrassment to the Bureau regardless of whether 
or not his facts were well founded. 

Upon inquiring as to the source of the information, EDWARDS 
stated that he did not wish to give me the identity of this person who 
gave him the story, but he did say that his source was a former FBI agent 
who was m accountant and who worked bn the case involving the cammedian 
CHARLIE^QfAPLIN, who was under investigation by the Los Angeles Office seme 
time ago. He stated that he had formerly beek well acquainted with this 
Agent and on a recent trip to Los Angeles he met this person, who related 


to him some of the interesting experiences 
Bureau.

In regard to his conversation with this former agent, EDWARDS 
said he felt certain that when these stories were being told him that 
the former agent had no idea that he might broadcast them. 

EDWARDS stated that he felt rather bad over the whole incident 
since he realized the possible embarrassment that such a statement might 
cause and, the further fact, that he also felt that he had possibly committed 
a breach of confidence insofar as his conversation with the former agent was 
concerned. He indicated that he was very proud of the FBI and its 
accomplishments and that when he made the broadcast it was more or less 
in the spirit of lauding the ingenuity of the FBI. He stated that hereafter 
whenever he got any n bright ideas” for broadcasts he would contact the 
office and would be very happy to be guided by the office*s suggestions. 

A copy of this letter is being furnished to the Los Angeles 
Office for its information, and this incident is being brought to the 
Bureau's attention with the thought in mind that when agents resign it could 
again be impressed upon them, either through a statement in the letter 
accepting their resignation or through a document. which they would sign, 
that all information which came to their attention while they were in the 
service of the FBI must continue to remain confidential.

Reference is made to a letter from the Director dated September 13, 
j#' 1946, which revealed Mr. FRANK EDWARDS, a news commentator on Statipjf WIBC, 

(, Indianapolis, had disclosed information in connection with one of Ms broadcasts 
TIT relative to the operation of technical equipment in the investigation of CHA RLIE 
^''GHAPLIN, which was of a highly confidential nature, presumably by some Agent 
who had been assigned to this investigation. The Director's letter requested 
that former Special Agent JAMES B. BUSHYHEAD, who presently resides in Saint 
Louis, be contacted concerning this matter in view of the fact that he^had been 
engaged in this investigation. It is to be noted that Mr. JAMES B^S^SHYHEAD 
is non employed as Sales Promotional Manager for the Moog Piston Ring company, 
6630 Easton Avenue, Saint Louis, Missouri, which company is engaged in the 


manufacture of motor vehicle piston rings and springs, and he has been so 


employed since his resignation from the Bureau.
